chairman in 1952? 

Says the ADA in its 
editor-embarrassing way: 
“The results of this study. show 
the Boyle story received approx- 
imately three times as much space 
as the Roberts story. The Boyle 
story appeared on the front page 
70 per cent of the time, as against 
the Roberts story, which hit the 
front pages on only 16%, per cent 
of the time, being buried for the 
most part on back pages. During 
the tabulated 10 days, and in the 
six dailies surveyed by the ADA 
the Boyle story received a total of 
1811's column inches of space 
while the Roberts story got 64414 
inches.”

But there have been no boosts! 
so far on the larger appliances. In} 
fact, one manufacturer, Thor, is 
offering a quiet reduction on its 
automatic washing machine which 
the dealers are not allowed to ad- 
vertise. With most of the nation- 
ally-advertised fully-automatic 
washers carrying a $300 list price, 
the Thor is currently listed at $250. 
With the discount many retailers 
now give on large appliances, of 
as much as 25 per cent in some of 
the larger cities, the price of the 
Thor comes down to $200 or less. 
That’s the lowest cost available for 
any well-made automatic, and even 
lower than the _ highly-regarded 
Sears Kenmore which has a cata- 
log price of $220. 

The big buying opportunities in 
May are the semi-annual White 
Sales of sheets, cases and towels, 
and the Spring sales of refriger- 
ators occuring late in May and in 
June. Prices of sheets in current 
sales are the lowest in several 
years. You can also often find re- 
duced prices on television sets in 
the Spring as retailers and jobbers 
clear current models to make way 
for new models (not necessarily 
with any important changes) in 
the Fall. 

In clothing, the really sharp price 
cuts will come in the July clear- 
ances, including the valuable semi- 
annual shoe sales. 

Clothing prices in general will 
remain at about the same level ex- 
cept for some boosts on men’s wear 
slated for Fall. One leading manu- 
facturer has raised prices of fancy- 
pattern shirts for next Fall, but 
prices of staple white and solid- 
color shirts remain steady. 

The recent reduction in price 
tags on Chrysler cars is the result 
of high output in the auto indus- 
try. Production of cars since mid- 
February has been at an annual 
rate of about 6% million units, 
close to 50 per cent above the rate 
last year when output was held 
down by curbs on materials. Even 
now in the Spring, traditionally 
the season of big car demand, deal- 
ers in some models are offering 
Jarge trade-in allowances as an un- 
official price cut, and prices of 
used cars are failing to rise in 
‘accordance with the usual Spring 
trend.

successful women executives. 

She included sensitivity, adapta- 
bility, enjoyment or acceptance of 
women’s role in society, practical- 
ity, organizational skill, energy, 
confidence, a healthy sense of com- 
petition and a desire for achieve- 
ment. 


“Many male executives m | 
cherish the illusion that real man- 
agerial responsibilities are not for 
women,” Mrs. Moore said, “and 
that any help given an able woma.
